1. AT US-JAPAN BILATERALS SEPT. 12, FOREIGN OFFICE'S UN BUREAU 
DIRECTOR-GENERAL SUZUKI SAID THAT IT WOULD BE "HIGHLY DESIRABLE" 
FOR SECRETARY KISSINGER. IN HIS GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH. TO 
REAFFIRM US SUPPORT OF JAPAN'S DESIRE TO BECOME PERMANENT 
MEMBER OF SECURITY COUNCIL. SUZUKI SAID THAT WITH CHARTER REVIEW 
ON AGENDA OF 29TH UNGA SESSION, US SILENCE ON THIS ISSUE MIGHT 

BE MISINTERPRETED BY OTHERS AS WITHDRAWAL OF US SUPPORT. 

JAPANESE PERM REP SAITO ADDED THAT EVEN THOUGH FONMIN 
KIMURA WOULD NOT MENTION JAPAN'S SC ASPIRATIONS IN HIS GENERAL 
DEBATE SPEECH, GOJ BELIEVES USG ENDORSEMENT WOULD BE 
"HELPFUL". 

2. AMB. BUFFUM NOTED THAT WHILE NO FINAL DECISION YET REACHED 
ON CONTENTS SECRETARY'S SPEECH, REFERENCE TO JAPAN'S SC 
ASPIRATIONS MIGHT NOT FIT COMFORTABLY INTO SPEECH'S STRUCTURE. 
BUFFUM ASSURED JAPANESE THAT US WOULD HAVE NO PROBLEM IN 
REAFFIRMING ITS SUPPORT IN SOME CONTEXT, HOWEVER 

POSSIBLY IN THE 6TH COMMITTEE THIS SESSION. 
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
